NEW YORK (AP) - If Irving 


Gitlin operated in another field, 
he would probably be called an 
experimenter. As it is, he is an 
independent producer of televi* 
sion documentaries who recent* 
ly has been trying out other 
forms, notably drama, 


Gitlin, in his four years as an 


NBC news documentary produc* 
er, turned out some exciting and 
unusual programs — a report on 
activities in a hospital emergen- 
cy ward, a controversial public 
relief situation and a reprise on 
the war-time decision to drop 
the atom bomb among them. 


Two years ago, he moved out 


on his own, and his first net- 
work effort was, not a documen- 
tary, but a hard-hitting, brutal 
police story on ABC's "Stage 
67" called "The Confession." It 
drew mixed reviews, but Gitlin 
says that he was experimenting 
purposefully with the form — 
"using other techniques to get 
at reality," he calls it. 


Gitlin says that when he first 


tackled the subject of police au- 
thority versus a suspect, he in- 
tended to make a documentary 
film about harsh techniques of 
interrogation. 


"But we found we couldn't 


really get to the essence of the 
central theme in the documen- 
tary mode." he said, "so we 
chose the dramatic approach 
instent' 


Next Thursday night, again on 


"Stage 67," Gitlin will tackle 
another knotty, delicate subject, 
"Sex in the Sixties." But this 
time he will fall back on famil- 
iar documentary techniques — 
interviewing 
assorted 
young 


people and the experts. 


Presumably, 
the 
subject 


would lend itself to dramatic 
treatment, but Gitlin tried that 
before in a series of daytime 
specials for women and al- 
though they dealt with some 
serious, 
important 
subjects, 


they all ended up looking and 
sounding like soap operas. 


"It would have been no trou- 


ble at all to get explicit sexual 
material on camera," 
Gitlin 


said. "There is profound change 
in attitudes of permissiveness 
and in behavior. The problem of 
the television documentarian is 
to pick the right tools and I be- 
lieve that factual documentation 
is right in this case."

About Birds

MEDIA, Pa. (AP) - For a 


guy who was just able to tell a 
penguin from 
a pigeon, I've 


been getting a liberal education 
about birds. Also squirrels. 


It's likely to prove an expen- 


sive lesson, too — with me as 
the pigeon. And one extending 
into the foreseeable future. 


It all began as a family 


project. 


We had noticed a shortage of 


Japanese beetles and an abun- 
dance of birds in our yard dur- 
ing the summer, the birds must 
be eating the beetle grubs, we 
concluded, and decided to re- 
ward them with a feeding sta- 
tion during the winter months. 
There also was the hope the bee- 
tle-eating 
birds 
would 
stay 


around for another summer, of 
course. 


A quick inspection of availa- 


ble bird feeders — and their 
cost — prompted a decision to 
build one. This came to $2.10 in 
redwood and screws — plus 
about five hours of Daddy's 
time. It was installed on a fence 
post about four feet outside the 
kitchen window and filled with 
49 cents worth of wild birdseed. 


One day passed, and another, 


with nary a bird. Finally one 
brave 
little 
fellow 
circled 


around the feeder and landed on 
a nearby tree. A couple others 
joined him. But they flew away 
without eating. 


The next day was the big one. 


What a joyous moment it was 
when the wife, breathless, raced 
upstairs to report that a bird 
actually had landed on the feed- 
er 
and was taking tentative 


pecks at the seed. 


We stood there, hand in hand, 


feeling like parents seeing their 
first baby together for the first 
time.

— The story of present-day Hai- 
ti is written on dusty, rutted 
roads that seem to lead only 
from one heap of human misery 
to another. Along them go silent 
people on foot, on donkeys and 
mules. In the exhausting heat of 
noon it's hard to tell who is 
more resiped, man or beast. 
The more fortunate ride cars, 
bicycles, or packed, gaily col- 
ored buses bearing the names of 
saints.

lon gave up a promising ranch- 
ing business in Arizona to invest 
all his resources in an effort to 
emulate here the work of Dr.

Deschappeles offered a natu- 


ral laboratory for his life work. 
Once a thriving banana growing 
center in the Artibonite Valley, 
potentially one of Haiti's richest 
agricultural areas, it is densely 
peopled with needy, backward 
peasants. Life expectancy at 
birth is just over 40 years in 
Haiti and per capita income is 
about $75 a year. 


Getting to Deschapelles from 


Port au Prince involves a jar- 
ring four4jour ride that mini- 
miles bureaucratic interference 
from the capital even though it 
ictually is only SOmilesaeway.

AFTER THE CIVIL WAR, when 


political leaders and military fig- 
ures were silent, a dynamic Sou- 
thern newspaper editor waged a 
courageous battle against both 
tangible and intangible forces that 
were suffocating the South. 


Newspaperman Henry W, Grady 


was acutely concerned that eco- 
nomic chaos, misery and crushed 
pride had plunged the South into a 
dangerous intellectual and moral 
vacuum as well as a haven of law. 
lessness and corruption. Yet It 
would be well over 20 years be- 
fore Grady's voice would be heed- 
ed through the shadow of gloom 
and despair. 


Grady began his career imme- 


diately after college by flghtng 
the forces of corruption as edi- 
tor of the Rome (Ga.) Courier. 
However, his position as edi- 
tor was short-lived. Despite the 
publishers orders to leave local 
politics alone, Grady continued 
exposing corruption and soon was 
forced to leave the Courier. 


Financially comfortable from a 


sizable Inheritance, Grady Imme- 
diately bought the town's two oth- 
er papers, merged them and con- 
tinued his relentless attack— de- 
nouncing corrupt politics and his 
former publisher. 


Such editorial courage usually 


leads to respect and acclaim. 
But in Rome it was considered 
a disgraceful outrage and the new 
paper soon disappeared. 


Undaunted, 21-year-old Grady 


headed for Atlanta and in 1871 
established the Atlanta Herald, 
using the last of his inheritance. 
This new paper also failed and 
Grady then went to New York, 
landing a job with the New York 
Herald as Atlanta cor respondent, 
fle continued as Herald corres- 
pondent for the next eight years. 


During this time the South still 


lay in ruin, idly wallowing de- 
feat, while its leaders were si- 
lent. Grady restlessly watched 
for his opportunity. 


As a newspaper man Grady pos- 


sessed many talents along with 
his editorial courage. He had an 
uncanny news sense, sharp ana- 
lytical powers and the rare abil- 
ity to speak directly to the pop- 
ular mind in whatever he wrote. 
An important factor, too, was 
his 
charm— nine -tenths eager 


boyishness — lasted throughout 
his life. 


It was undoubtedly this charm 


that persuaded Cyrus W. Field 
to lend Grady $20,000 In 1879, 
enabling the fiery young Journ- 
alist to buy a quarter interest 
In the Atlanta Constitution. Now 
Grady's opportunity had come; 
he could talk to his beloved South 
and be heard. In editorials and 
news stories alike the Consti- 
tution repeated Grady's message: 


The South should forget the 


past and begin to build Us fu- 
ture, Diversify crops, develop lo- 
cal resources, promote manu- 
facturing, adjust to the new sta- 
tus of the Negro, repeated Gra- 
dy. 


Soon he was spreading hlsgos* 


pel in the form of oratory, ma- 
king 
speeches 
to audiences 


throughout the country about the 
South. And his voice was heard, 
Before Grady was silent, the 
South began to stir; it began tp 
come alive and finally to leave 
the past. 


While Henry Grady's words 


alone couldn't erase the bitter 
emotional scars of the postwar 
South, the sound principals that 
this dynamic editor forcefully to. 
troduced are recognized today as 
the essential roots of the South's 
rebirth.

He said Mrs. Johnson wanted

LEADVILLE, Colo. (AP) - 


"The best thing about my birth- 
day is that I'll be alive," said 
Lorraine Rosengren, who will 
be 48 Saturday. 


"I can't help but smile," she 


said Thursday as she looked up 
from the cast covering her bro- 
ken left arm. 


Mrs. Rosengren was one of 


five persons, including her hus- 
band, Orville, 50, and the cou- 
ple's son, John, 25, who were 
rescued by a helicopter from 
the windswept slopes of 14,037- 
foot Mt. Sherman.

It got down to at least 30 below 
zero. We couldn't have lasted 
much longer." 


Rosengren and his son suf-

place by the others during the 
20 hours they remained alone on 
the mountain. 


The pilot, Gifford Williamson,

News item: Scientists say that 


men don't cry enough. 


Could this be true? It certain- 


ly isn't incredulous when a little 
thought is given to the fact that 
a man is expected to remain stoic 
and immovable, 
emotion-wise, 


whereas under the same or sim- 
ilar conditions a flood of tears 
from the eyes of a woman 
is 


nothing unusual. 


Is that really fail? Are tears 


a sign of weakness or feminity? 
No, indeed, say men of science, 
who stress it would be a good 
Idea for men not to feel obli- 
gated to resist crying. The truth 
about tears was revealed in an 
article In "Grit," a weekly paper 
published in Willlamsport, Pa. 


Many beneficial effects are ob- 


tained by crying, and we aren't 
including the reduction of the 
male to helplessness with the 
tears of wife or sweetheart. Ev- 
ery woman knows the wonderful 
relaxed feeling after "having a 
good cry," 
Asidefromdoingwon- 


ders for the nerves, tears pro- 
tect the nasal passages from in- 
fection. 


Ashley Montagu, a distinguish- 


ed anthropologist, explains the 
importance of "tear protection," 
in this way. The mucus membrane 
of the nose dries in the process 
of breathing so that it no longer 
secretes mucus, which contains 
a bacteria-killing enzyme. But 
tears leak into the nose and 
moisten the 
membranes, thus 


creating a potent resistance to in- 
fection. 


What 
about the "crocodile 


tears" shed by many? Is there 
any way to tell whether tearsare 
sincere or merely "put 
on?" 


At the moment science hasn't 
conquered that hurdle yet, but it 
probably won't be long before 
tests can be made to determine 
whether tears are genuine or 
not. 


Detectives are particularly 


anxious to find out if a suspect 
is telling the truth in expressing 
sorrow with tears. This much is 
known already. Tears shed under 
one circumstance differ from the 
composition of those shed under 
another. So, the idea of examin- 
ing the tears of persons in crim- 
inal cases makes sense. 


The emotional aspect of tears 


is a fascinating study for 
a 


student of human nature. Of 
course, it is realized that there 
is a physical reason for tears 
at times, but from the psycho- 
logical angle tears present 
a 


more complicated picture. 


Though some think that tears 


are just drops of salty water, 
they are, in fact, a complex chem- 
ical solution. Even more complex 
Is the reason some people have 
for shedding them. "Reasons" 
range from sorrow to pleasure 
to anger. But through it all, one 
sure fact remains. 


Tears are usually from the 


eyes of a woman, not a man. 
That's -a "crying shame." He

the government's "right to lie" 
in case of national peril, leaves 
a trail of controversy as he 
steps down as chltf spokesman 
for the far-flung defense estab- 
lishment.

the resignation of the ruddy- 
faced, affable Sylvester Thurs- 
day. President Johnson named 
Phil G. GouldfBK, 45, currently 
No. 2 man In the Pentagon news 
setup, as his successor. 


Sylvester's unexpected depar- 


ture from the pressure-packed 
role as the Defense Depart- 
ment's top information man im- 
mediately raised questions: 


Is he resigning because his 


boss, Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert S. McNamara, also may be 
about to quit? 


Or Is It because of the recent 


controversy over U.S. bombing 
of North Viet Ntm civilians? 


Neither, said the one-time 


shipping clerk and former news- 
man. 


"I'd just like to be my own 


man for a while," Sylvester 
said. 


Officially, Sylvester, 65, is 


called assistant secretary of 
defense for pobiie iffalrs, but 
he readily acknowledges being 
called other names during a 
sometimes stormy six years of 
directing the flow of official an- 
nouncements from the Penta- 
gon. 


During tbe Cuban crisis of 1962, 


Sylvester said controlled news of 
government actions were a part 
of the weaponry used to force the 
dismantling of Soviet missiles on 
the island country. 


"In the kind of world we live 


in," Sylvester said, "the gen- 
eration of news by actions taken 
by the government becomes one 
weapon IB a strained situation." 


He compounded controversy 


later by asserting that the gov- 
ernment hid u inherent "right 
to lie" to sare Itself when faced 
with disaster. 


"That to me seems basic," 


Sylvester declared. 


Many newspaper editors and 


television and radio commenta- 
tors disputed his judgment on 
grounds that an informed public 
Is basic to a democratic form of 
government.

Ground War 
Pace Upped 
in Viet Nam

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP)

Delta today and met 


only slight resistance In the first 
big American thrust into the 
delta.

As the pace of the ground war 


quickened after a week's lull,

mortar and ground assault ear- 
ly today against the same air- 
field at Pleiku where an attack 
two years ago touched off U. S. 
air bombings of North Vietnam 
and led to the massive buildup 
of 
American forces in South 


Vietnam.
